Allowable Subject Matter 

2. The following is an examiner's statement of reasons for allowance: 

The prior art of record discloses access control system for mult i- function peripheral 
device incorporating access policies. Prior art of record does not explicitly disclose discovering 
an existence of each one of a plurality of authentication agents in a computer system upon each 
startup of the computer system, wherein a total number of the authentication agents existing in 
the computer system is unknown upon startup of the computer system in light of other features 
disclosed in independent claims 1,7, 12, 17, 18, and 19.

3. The prior art made of record and not relied upon is considered pertinent to applicant's 
disclosure. 

No. 20030105849 discloses device access based on centralized 
authentication and users are entitled access to certain functions within the multifunction 
peripheral device upon success authentication by the remote authentication server. 

No. 20030081742 discloses user recognition support for 
multifunction office device. 

Mattis et al. U.S. Pat. No. 6880091 discloses method for authentication of a user of a 
mult i- function peripheral. 
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Pang et al U.S. Pat. No. 6446204 discloses method for implementing extensible 
authentication mechanism in a web application server. 

Johnson et al. U.S. Pat. No. 6098171 discloses personal computer ROM scan startup 
protection.
